Michelle Obama makes 
opening-night appeai 
to nation: ‘We must 
work iike never before’

CHARLOTTE, N.C. First lady Michelle Obama 
acknowledged Tuesday that the change 
her husband sought in his White House 
campaign four years ago has proved difficult, 
but she urged voters to give him another term 
to fix the weak economy 

“He reminds me that we are playing a 


long game here, and that change is hard, 
and change is slow, and it never happens all 
at once,” she told the Democratic National 
Convention. “But eventually we get there. 
We always do.” 

With Democrats anxious about a race with 
Republican nominee Mitt Romney that is 
too close to call nine weeks before the Nov 
6 election, Michelle Obama urged party 
activists to rally around President Obama. 

“We must work like never before, and we 
must once again come together and stand 
together for the man we can trust to keep 
moving this great country forward, my 


husband, our president, Barack Obama,” she 
said. 

Under fire for high unemployment. 
President Obama wants to use the convention 
to seize the political spotlight back from 
Romney, who held his own nominating 
convention in Tampa, Fla., last week. 

A host of speakers at the gathering in 
Charlotte attacked Romney for his business 
record, refusal to release more tax returns 
and for spearheading a Republican “war on 
women.” 

The Democrats even choreographed a 
swipe at the former executive from beyond 


the grave, by playing a video of late Sen. 
Ted Kennedy getting the better of Romney 
during a debate in the 1994 election campaign 
for Kennedy’s Senate seat. 

Michelle Obama laced her speech with 
what seemed to be subtle digs at Romney 
but mostly kept her focus on her husband, 
recalling their early days together. 

“For Barack, success isn’t about how much 
money you make, it’s about the difference you 
make in people’s lives,” she said. “He was the 
guy whose proudest possession was a coffee 
table he’d found in a dumpster, and whose only 
pair of decent shoes was a half-size too small.”

Apple teases ‘5’ 
announcement 


D SAN FRANCISCO It’s looking like Apple’s 
next version of its iconic smartphone 
will be called the iPhone 5. 

On Tuesday, the secretive company sent 
emails to members of the media, inviting them 
to an “invitation-only event” in San Francisco 
on Wednesday, September 12. 

The event is widely expected to be the launch 
of the next iPhone, but in typically cryptic Ap- 
ple fashion, the invitation reveals little about 
what will be announced. The tagline says only 
“It’s almost here.” 

Of course, that never stops Apple obsessives 
from parsing the invite for clues. This time, the 
shadow of the number 12 reveals a not-so-subtle 
“5,” reinforcing speculation that the new device 
will be called iPhone 5 instead of iPhone 4G or 
something else. 


The official announcement of the Septem- 
ber 12 date confirms what several media outlets 
first reported five weeks ago, citing anonymous 
sources at Apple. 

A fall iPhone release has been considered 
a foregone conclusion by most observers for 
months. Among the device’s rumored new fea- 
tures are a slightly larger screen, a faster proces- 
sor, a smaller dock connector and possibly NFC 
technology that would make it easier for shop- 
pers to make payments through their phones. 

iMore, the first blog to pinpoint the Sep- 
tember 12 launch date, also has said pre-orders 
will begin that day and that the phone will be 
released nine days later, on September 21. 

Many pundits also expect Apple to launch a 
smaller version of its popular iPad tablet at a 
separate event, likely in October.

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 
Matchbox Twenty 
(or Matchbox 20 
as they previously 
were known) fall 
into a very specific 
category of late-’90s 
nostalgia that also 
houses Third Eye 
Blind (still LOVE) 


and Train (horrify- 
ing). I figured Rob 
Thomas ’n’ the gang 
would fall somewhere in the middle with 
their first full album of new material in a 
decade ... oh, how wrong I was. 

Is Matchbox Twenty kind of terrible now? 
Or am I just not 14 anymore? Here’s my 
track-by-track, knee-jerk analysis.

“PARADE” Oh yay, this sounds like vintage 
Matchbox Twenty. This is a good track for plot- 
ting your hometown escape in high school, 
aka what I was doing most of the time. 


“SHE’S SO MEAN” You really shouldn’t sound 
this happy when singing about someone aw- 
ful. She drags you to the club, then leaves with 
her friends-oh the horror! This should be your 
anthem before you hit on a bartender with low 
self-esteem. 


“OVERJOYED” Rob Thomas sings, “That smile 
on your face like summer...” If by summer, you 
mean, “that nasty sunburn I got on the backs 
of my legs.” 

Side note: There are few things I hate more 
than really, really sing-songy choruses. It’s the 
reason I almost stabbed my eyes out when 
Daniel Powter’s “Bad Day” was popular. So 
when 2/3 of the first songs on “North”-“She’s 
So Mean” and “Over]oyed”-whipped out the 
tactic, I was clawing at my head. 

“PUT YOUR HANDS UP” Oh good, someone 
discovered voice distortion mics. I’m assuming 
this dance track is also to be played to get over 
the chick from “She’s So Mean” if the bartender 
turns you down. 



“ENGLISH TOWN” Oooo, Rob is getting 
growly now. There was a lot about the sun 
breaking, so I’m just assuming he stayed up 
drinking all night. 

“HOW LONG” I told you this already, SIX more 
songs after this. Sheesh. 

“RADIO” This is one of those obnoxious songs 
where you just know Matchbox is going to try 
to get people to clap along when they play it 
live. 

“THE WAY” I think what really annoys me 
about this album is that the songs have exactly 
two tones: upbeat and slightly mournful. This 
one is the latter. 

“LIKE SUGAR” Alternate title: “She’s So Mean, 
Part 2.” 


“OUR SONG” “I’ll never make you cry 
again/l’m gonna set things right again.” You 
can start by never playing this song again. The 
beat is atrocious. 

“I WILL” (At this point, I saw that there are 14 
songs on the deluxe version of this album and 
died a little on the inside.) “Take a little piece 
of me/Hang it by the place you sleep.” So, like, 
your pinkie finger? Actually, this song is less 
wretched than some of the others; I shouldn’t 
make fun. 


“SLEEPING AT THE WHEEL” Alternate title: 
“Parade: Part 2.” Except for more annoying. 

“I Believe in Everything” and “Straight for This 
Life” were not included in this preview, so I 
mercifully didn’t have to listen to them. Do 
yourself a favor and avoid them, and this en- 
tire album, altogether. If you need me. I’ll be lis- 
tening to some actual decent songwriting and 
melodies that don’t all sound exactly the same.

‘Pirates’ go sailing

Pirates swing across the ship, rappel down masts and fire 
cannons; sailors tack and jib the lines and true love is put to 
the test as a new site-specific production of Gilbert and Sul- 
livan’s 19th century comic operetta, “Pirates of Penzance”— 
about a pirate apprentice whose romance is threatened 
when it’s discovered that a glitch in his birthdate makes him 
ineligible for release from servitude— swashbuckles its way 
onto the Tall Ship Windy this weekend. 

The production, developed by Tall Ship Windy artistic di- 
rector Orion Couling, features 23 actors, one music director, two stage managers, a costumer, 
a choreographer and two co-directors, one of whom is Couling’s sister, Chicago theater artist 
Emma Couling. RedEye caught up with Emma and her co-director, Jessie Mutz, to find out 
more about he production.

What challenges did you 
encounter staging this show 
on a ship? 

JM: We wanted to utilize the 
vessel as much as possible, 
but of course couldn’t get 
in the way of the crew or 
do anything too danger- 
ous. Walking that line was 
definitely a challenge. 

EC: It’s incredible how small a 
148 -foot schooner can seem. 
We’ve really had to find cre- 
ative solutions to things we 
take for granted in a normal 
theater space. We’ve had to 
redefine what qualified as 
“backstage” {and} teach our 
cast ship directions because 
when you’re on a boat, “stage 
right” could just as easily be 
portside as starboard. 

Anyone get seasick, fall 
overboard or stage a mutiny 
against the co-directors dur- 
ing rehearsals? 

JM: Nope! Even with their 
crazy period costumes, 
learning new blocking and 
rehearsing outside for hours, 
the actors did an excellent 
job staying positive and 
functional. 

EC: It’s been one of those 
rare occasions where the 
drama stayed on the stage, 
er, deck. 

What can audiences expect 
from the show? 

EC: A rollicking good time — 
it’s definitely not your typical 
production of “Penzance.” 
The cast is very interactive 
with the audience. 

JM: Most of all, an experi- 


ence. It’s not just about the 
performance or the music 
or the sailing— it’s all of it 
together. More than just 
observing the world of the 
play, audiences are invited 
to be a part of it. My hope is 
that people will laugh a bit 
and have fun! 

What’s one of your favorite 
show highlights? 

JM: I really enjoy the en- 
trance of each new charac- 
ter. Gilbert and Sullivan have 
a knack for putting those 
entrances at just the right 
moment, and it was great to 
play with that in a nontradi- 
tional performance space. 

EC: The incredible women 
playing the Major General’s 
daughters. So often in pro- 


ductions of “Penzance” these 
roles get thrown away or go 
completely unnoticed— but I 
challenge anyone coming to 
our show to not fall madly in 
love with our Stanley Girls. 

Got a favorite pirate trivia 
factoid for us? 

EC: One of my personal fa- 
vorites [is that] “walking the 
plank” was never, historically 
a piratical practice. There is 
no record of pirates making 
victims walk the plank until 
J.M. Barrie wrote it into 
“Peter Pan.” It’s now such a 
commonplace part of pirate 
lore that we don’t even think 
about it. How’s that for the 
power of theater?

She has less than 100 percent of her focus on 
the situation unfolding in the back, which 
only grows more shocking and uncomfort- 
able as Sandra finds others to watch Becky 
and Daniels convinces them to insist Becky 
again remove anything she’s wearing. 

Written and directed by Craig Zobel 
(“Great World of Sound”), “Compliance” 
seems almost impossible to believe, yet 


notes at the beginning and end of the film 
speak to the fact that not only did something 
like this happen, but it happened a lot. (Do 
a search and prepare to be stunned.) The 
movie doesn’t ask why people are so guUible, 
or uncover the full story of what really took 
place. Instead, it considers everyone’s implied 
relationship with authority figures. Slowly and 
disturbingly “Compliance” shows good inten- 
tions gone bad— and bad intentions gone 
horrible— with characters persuaded to bite 
off inch by inch until an entire yard is gone. 

The question remains, certainly how 
anyone could be so foolish. That’s for us to 
wonder, along with those real people who 
surely still struggle with it themselves.

Hello from Honey Boo Boo Country 

With a global audience embracing the 
small-town, belly-baring, pig-chasing, GoGo 
Juice-chugging 6 -year-old whose antics on 
“Toddlers and Tiaras” spawned her own show, 
we decided to red-neckonize and headed to 
McIntyre, Ga., to meet Alana Thompson and 
her family 

“It’s been a blast,” her dad, Mike “Sugar 
Bear” Thompson, said of the TLC show 
which airs at 9 p.m. Wednesdays. The pre- 
miere episode attracted 2.2 million viewers, 
and its fan base is international. 

“Honestly, it’s still surreal,” said Alana’s 
mom, June Shannon, recalling a fan letter 
from Italy Her youngest daughter “will stop 
in the middle of anything she is doing and 
watch the commercial,” she said of the “Here 
Comes Honey Boo Boo” promo. (“I will not!”

The show has prompted criticism from 
pundits commenting on everything from the 
family’s diet to Alana’s pregnant 17-year-old 
sister. Baby Kaitlyn arrived a month ago with 
two right thumbs but otherwise healthy. 


Shannon said. She was candid when discuss- 
ing the attention her family has attracted. 

“Abs, I got locked up,” she said, referring 
to a contempt-of-court charge four years ago. 
“It was the worst four days of my life. Aes, we 
really do have our Christmas lights up. The

“The show should be filmed somewhere 
else,” said Terri Jackson, who works at a 
convenience store around the corner from the 
“Honey Boo Boo” clan. “I was born here and I 
want to be buried here, but I don’t want ‘hiU- 
biUy’ written on my grave.” Florist Anita Mc- 
Gahee finds “Honey Boo Boo” amusing even 
if it makes her cringe. The show has featured 
family members belly-flopping into mud pits, 
engaging in malodorous bodily functions and 
playing with Glitzy the pig, who slept indoors 
during his tenure as the family’s pet.
